The bravery on both itis was 
amazing; the effects of the artillery 
fire were terrific; the shells burst, 
and where you had formerly seen a 
body of soldiers you saw. only 
corpses or a number of figures writh- 
ing on the ground, torn and muti- 
lated by the fragments of the shells.

Do Not Ask Sympathy. 

“Moat of the iugnives themselves 
were rather interesied than stricken by 
the calamity which bas overtaken them 
and appeared to feel no particular need 
of sympathy. Occasionally there would 
be one with the tale of a hueband or chil- 
dren killed by the Germans or driven 
away and lost. 

* Unfortunately the peasants from the 
war scourged districts speak only Flem- 
ish and some of their stories may have 
gained in the translation into French. 

The news that the Germans were at 
the gates of the city took a great major- 
ity of the people of Brussels by su. prise. 
There had been a great exodus of well to 
do residents the two previous days, but 
that only proved that there was a scare, 
not that it was weill founded. The cen 
sarsh:p allowed nothing positive to be 
published until the morning of the arrival 
of the Germans (Thursday). 


Warning Comes Too Late. 

Wednesday night a long official com- 
munication was published which to those 
who knew how to read such things, clear- 
ly intimated that the abandonment of 
Brussels was imminent, but it came too 
late to enlighten the majority. Even 
the burgémastez's prociamation this 
morning merely says that the occupation 
of Brussels. is to be feared. 

“Up to Wednesday the people were 
allowed to hear of nothing but Belgian 
succeeses, and it may be doubted whether 
this was not overdone. The authorities 
may have been desirous of avoiding s 
wild stampede from Brussels, but that 
seetns to be no reason for the systematic 
effort to make the people believe that 
the enemy was only to show himself to 
be beaten. 

We in Brussels were in the dark as 
to the German intentions until we learned 
of the attack of Tirlemont, when it be- 
came clear they meant to come to Brus- 
sels. | 

“ Meanwhile the Germans are in Brus- 
sels, and Brussels will have to pay not 
only a war contribution but,for the 
broken windows of German traders, for 
incidents during the apy raid, for all the 
disconcerting things that have happened 
to the Germans since they entered the 
country.” 
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PANAMA CANAL RECEIPTS. 
FOR WEEK NEAR $150,000. 


Officers Say War Is Keeping Many

Panama, Aug. 22.—During the first 
week of businese the Panama canal 
earned approximately $55,000, not includ- 
ing the amount collected for barge serv- 
ice and payments made in advance for 
ships on their way to use the canal. 

These amounts would bring ‘the total 
receipts up to almost $150,000. 

Thus far sixteen ships have used the 
canal: Fourteen American, one British, 
and one Peruvian. Traffic, while con-

The Gap at Belfort. 

The first class fortress of Belfort, about 
twenty miles from the Swiss frontier, 
guards the gap between the Vosges and 
Jura mountains. Behind the gap north of 
Verdun there is the fortress of Rheims, 
and behind that. between Toul and Epi- 
nal, there is the strong fortress of Lan- 
tres. Besancon, fifty miles south of Bel- 
fort and Dijon, complete the . n de- 
fenses along this frontier. — 

There exist numbers of old works be- 
hind this front ine, so that in case of in- 
vasion there practically three forti- 
fied defensive lines about thirty miles 
apart and clear across the northern and 
northeastern frontier of France. 

Paris itself is well taken care of by a 
line of detached forts extending over a 
perimeter of practically ninety miles. 
These works are strong and well defend- 
ed. The principal railway centers along 
this frontier are St. Pol, Arras, Laon, Me- 
eres, Rethel, Verdun, Bar-le-Duc, Neuf- 
chateau, Mirecourt, Epinal, Vesoul, and 
Besancon. 


As to any probable line of attack by 
Germany against France, with a view to 
an invasion, it seems that the area be- 
tween the Vosges mountains and Luxem- 
burg, and including a part of the latter, 
offers the best chances.

Not the least significant of the devel- 
opments in connection with the spread 
of the war to the far east is the reply 
of the Wilson administration to Japan's 
explanation of the move against Ger- 
many. 

“Although he is exercising the greatest 
care to keep the United States from be- 
coming embroiled in the great interna- 
tional quarrel through possible Japanese 
menace of American interests in the 
orient or otherwise, President Wilson 
seized the opportunity to record an offi- 
cial interpretation of the intentions of 
the mikado’s government. 

Mr. Guthrie, the American ambassa- 
dor to Japan, was instructed to express 
to the Japanese government the gratifi- 
cation of the United States that Japan 
does not seek territory in China, and in 
the event of disturbances in China asa 
result of the attack on Kiau-Chau. 
Japan. would take counsel with the 
American government be‘or> extending 
warlike operations beyond the Shan- 
tung peninsula. 


WILL UPHOLD “OPEN DOOR.” 


This reply by the wnited States con- 
stitutes a plain notification to Japan that 
this nation will tolerate ho violation of 
the open door policy regarding China. 
The reply also acquaints Japan and 
other nations with President. Wilson’s 
understanding that the island empire 
will restore Kiau-Chau to China. If it 
does not surrender Kiau-Chau to China, 
Japan will be charged with violation of 
its pledge. 

In this connection it is worth noting 
that Japan in its ultimatum did not with- 
out qualification promise to restore 
Kiau- Chau to Chita. It merely de- 
manded that Germany surrender Kiau- 
Chau to Japan “ with a view” to res- 
tora tion of the territo: to China. 
JAPAN RENEWS ITS PROMISES. 
Already one of the Japanese 
people is that if Japan be 
compelled to fight to wrest Kiau-Chau 
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from Germany, Japan should keep the 


service for a long time and has traveled 
extensively. He has written much on 
the far eastern question and is looked

“The Japanese,“ he continued, 
“would probably Lave done it, even if 
there had been no AngloJapanese 
treaty, and even if the Japanese govern- 
ment had tried to hold back, popular 
feelitg would have insisted. 

„The share which Germany took 
with Russia and France in compelling 
the Japanese to evacuate Port Arthur 
in 1895, after their victories over China, 
never has been forgotten or forgiven. 


GERMANY LONG DISTRUSTED. 

“J was in Japan then, and in the 
course of a conversation with Prince 
Ito, that great statesman, usually so 


down on the table and exclaimed: Ger- 
many we shall never forgive! Russia 
looks upon us as a future rival in the 
far east. France is, of course, her ally, 
and has important possessions and an- 
cient interests in eastern Asia; we can 
understand their action. But for Ger- 
many, who always professed such genu- 
ine friendship, and has no special inter- 
ests in these regions, to join hands with 
them and stab us in the back—her inter- 
vention was odious and gratuitous.’ 

“ Moreover, Japan believed, I really 
think, that Germany instigated Russia. 
Count Okuma, the present premier, says 
so in his book, Fifty Years of Modern 
Japan,’ and I have no doubt it is so, for 
right up to the Russo-Japanese war it 
was part of the German emperor's world 
policy to encourage Russia in all her 
Asiatic adventures, in order to weaken 
her position in Europe and intensify 
Anglo-Russian antagonism. 


PARAPHASE GERMAN NOTE. 
“Compare, too, the text of Japan’s 
ultimatum to Germany with the text 
of the ultimatum addressed by (ler- 
many to Japan in 1895. It is clearly 
a direct paraphrase. 

+ “The curious expression that the 
‘Japanese government believes it to be 
its duty to give advice to the imperial 
German government’ to withdraw from 
Klau-Chau, is borrowed almost text- 
ually from the 1895 ultimatum, which 
may be described as advice given to 
Japan ‘to renounce possession of the 


sincere lriendship.“

WOUNDS ARE NOT PAINFUL, 
SAY FRENCH IN HOSPITAL. 


High Power Bullets Drive Clean 
Hole and Cause Little Suffering 
to Those Who Are Hit. 


PARIS, ‘Aug. 22—Numbers of French 
wounded are being cared for in Paris 
hospitals. 

It is freauently remarked among the 
men that their bullet wounds were hot 
painful. In a large number of cases 
men who had been hit were not aware of 
the fact until after the engagement was 
over. One man declares that he did not 
know he had been hurt until thé folowing 
morning. He then discovered a bali had 
gone through hisarm. Theonly outward 
indications were two dark spots on the 
skin, such as might be made by a lead 
pencil, one on each side of the arm. 

The men in the hospitals pass the time 
gayly and spend many hours iistening to 
accounts of the progress of the war read 
aloud by one of their number. They 
make no complaint, except to deplore the 
delay in getting back to the front. At 
one hospital visited today a private with 
four bullet wounds in one leg smiled and 
said: “I'll get them yet, in spite of this.” 

A captain, wounded in the forehead, is 
constantly asking his attendants when he 
will be allowed to go after the enemy 
again.

We visited England, Paris, and then 
Germany,” Mr. Kilgalien sad.

My boarding house is pleasant and 
comfortable, and reasonable, and I have 
two pleasant companions. I shall stay 
quietly here for the present and watch 
the course of events, and my opportuni- 
ties for getting home. The banks have 
been closed and for five dajs we have al) 
been unable to get money, as very few 


of the merchants will cash checks of any 


kind, and no one else will take them. 


Soldiers Come and Go. 

“The day has been most exciting, sol- 
diers cOming and going. Battalions in 
their marching accoutrements and serv- 
ice kits coming and going. Some of the 
‘Highlanders left Sunday morning and 
looked very gxim and stern marching into 
the station. Horses and supply wagons 
were loaded up in the afternoon and the 
movement keeps up steadily. On Sunday 
at morning service in St. Giles church 
where the soldiers go, we saw one old man 
and a big soldier side by side, and tears 
were running down their faces, and many 
men and women were weeping. 

“We have seen some sad farewelis. 
One man today kissed his son good-by 
and said, ‘Fight weil for bonnie Scot- 
land.“ We have seen four wagons today 
loaded with tiunks and piled with women 
and children, evidently moving out of 
town. They were working people, 1 
think, and probably panic stricken.”

Thousands of Americans in France and 
Germany are on the verge of destitution, 
according to Robert Redfield of the law 
firm of Tolman & Redfield, who reached 
Chicago yesterday with his family. The |

People here do not have the faintest 
couception of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion,” said Mr. Redfield. “ The tourists 
who have been getting home are mostly 
the wealthy and the influential But 
there are thousands of others—teachers 
and siudents, for instance—who went to 
Europe only with sufficient funds to meet 
their expenses under normal ccnditions. 
These people haven't been getting muci& 
assistance; some of them are desperate- 


Teachers’ Situation Serious. 

“ Think of these school teachers, prac- 
teally alone in a foreign country and 
thrown on their own resources. Some of 
them have borrowed money from wealthy 
Americans; others are living from hand 
to mouth. They can’t get passage on the 
boats because transportataion is snapped 
up by those who are wealthy enough to 
pay a premium. 

The government and the relief com- 
mittee have been doing something; but 
the people of limited means haven't re- 
ceived much help as yet. A businesslike, 
thoroughgoing system of relief should be 
set in motion. 

“Serious as is the situation of the 
Americana, it of course cannot be com- 
pared to the horrors of thie great war. 
Fresident Wilson's proclamation of neu- 
trality was one of the finest documents 
ever promulgated. It should be carried 
out to the letter. 


Opposes Demonstrations Here. 

“ibe government ought to take steps 
to suppress every Gemonstration in behalf 
of the warring nations. We cannot af- 
ford to compromise ourselves in this 
matter, however much our sympathies 
may turn to one country or the other.’ 
There will be plenty of opportunity for 
our sympathy and assistance in caring 
for the wounded and dying.” 

In Mr. Redfield’s party were Mra. Red- 
fed, Miss Louise Redfield, Robert Red- 
field Jr., and Miss Louise Heegard. Har- 
ry A. Wheeler, vice president of the 
Union Trust company, and his wife, M. H. 
owen and Dr. Gilbert — who 
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were passengers on the anmpe boat, also 
have reached Chicago. °

Herman 
Berr.hoft, Danish minister to Paris. The 
diplomats were discussing the Austrian 
aemands on Servia, and the genera! opin- 
ion was that war would be the outcome.

In lieu 
of a passport Mr. Redfield carried the 
visiting card of the American ambassa- 
dor, Myron T. Herrick. 


Relief Committee Formed. 

At Havre, while the tourists were wait- 
Ins for the boat to sail, a relief comm#it- 
tee for the assistance of stranded Ameéri- 
cans was formed. The members of this 
committee were Harry A. Wheeler, Rob- 
ert Redfield, Henry Bloch, Judge Car- 
penter, and Judge Howard 8. Dyke of 
New York. As chairman of this commit- 
tee, Mr. Wheeler conferred with the New 
York relief organization yesterday. 

The Redfields left most of their luggage 
in Paris with the American Express com- 
pany. This concern was highly praised 
by Mr. Redfield, because of the assist- 
ance rendered by it to stranded Amert- 
cans. He mentioned particularly the work 
done by the director general of the com- 
pany at Paris, Mr. Thomas. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wheeler got out of Paris 
in one of the now famous cattle traing. 
It took them eleven hours to make the 
trip. 

“ The condition of many Americans in 
France and Germany is quite serious,” 
said Mr. Wheeler. “I think the New

is that French boats are sailing only from 
Havre.

Dozens of smal) 
stores which carried accounts at the bank 
were forced to struggle along as best 
they could, vacation trips were aban- 
doned because there was no money, and 
the situation of the poorer depositors 
grew desperate. 


Depositors’ Committee Rebels. 
Yesterday the depositors’ committee re- 


committee chairman, a fund was raised 
to protect the rights of the depositors 
and it was decided: 

To compel State Auditor James J. 
Brady to cease his policy of “ watch- 
ful waiting and take some steps 
toward paying off the dc positors. 

To push the criminal prosecution of 
those responsible for the looting of 
the bank. 

To appeal to the state's attorney 
also for an investigation of the delay, 
in the belief that Bank Examiner 
Coleman is d«liberately dallying, with 
the expectation that he will be ap- 
pointed receiver for the bank and en- 
able C. B. Munday to evade prosece- 
tion and financial loss. 


Coleman in League? 
“We are convinced the delay means 


secretary of the depositors’ committee, 
“and that Coleman is In lkague with 
Brady and Munday to let Munday ‘ down 
easy.’ We have been refused informa- 
tion about what Coleman was doing and 
have never received any assurances that 
the depositors would get back their 
money by liquidation or reorganization. 
We have been reliably informed that 
Auditor Brady's plan is to have Coleman 
appointed receiver. 

Brady says this would save money. 
Surely it will—for Munday. But how can 
a receivership dictated by Munday result 
in anything but loss for the depositors? 
It will be more expensive than the ap- 
pointment of an ordinary receiver.” 


Cause of Deficit. 
The deticit in the affairs of the bank 
was brought about by the borrowings of 


Munday for the enterprises in which he 
was interested. Among the ftemsa in the | 
list of the bank's investments are bonds | 
of the Litchfield Mill and Blevator com- 
pany and the Iilinois-Louisiane Land 
company, both Munday enterprises. 

Munday, through his control of a ma- 
jority of the stock of the bank held in 
his own name, as well as in the names of 
Abraham Levin, cashier; E. J. Potta, 
president, and L. L. Bacchus, has effectu- 
ally prevented the reorganization of the 
bank by the stockholders. An assese- 
ment of 50 per cent on the stock has been 
levied to meet the deficit, but Munday 
iz said to have directed his lieutenants 
not to make any pretense at paying it. 
The scheme is said to be to have Cole- 
man effect his liquidation tn such a way 
that the Munday gang will come out un- 
scathed.

Statement by Mr. Wright. 


In tne course of che statement to the 


the kindness of the neighbors du ing the 
years of their life there together, and 
after blamang the press for misrepresent- 
ing their motives: 

„In our life together there has been 
no thought of secrecy except to protect 
ethers from the contaminating stories 
of newspaper scandal; no pretense of a 
condition that did not exist. We have 
lived frankiy and s:ncerely as we believed 
and we have tried to beip others to live 
their lives according to their ideals. 

“ Neither of us expected to relinquish 
a potent influence in our children’s lives 
for good or have we Our children 
have lacked the atmosphere of an ideal 
love between father and mother—noth- 
ing else that could further their deveiop- 
ment. How many children have more 
in the conventional home? Mama's 
children were with her when abe died. 
They have been with her every summer. 
She felt thet she did more for her chil- 
dren in holding high above them the 
womanhood of thei mother than by sac- 
rificing it to them, And in her life the 
tragedy was that it became necessary 
to choose the one or the other. 

“Falsified and Vulgariszed.” 

“The circumstances before and after 
we came here to live among you have 
all been falsified and vulgarized—it is no 
use now to try to set them straight— 
but there was none of the cheap decep- 
tion, the evading of consequences, that 
mark writhings from the obligations of 
the matrimonial trap. 

“Nor did Mamah ever intend to de- 
vote her life to theories or doctrines. 
She loved Ellen Key as every one does 
who knows her. Only true love is free 
love—no other kind is or ever can be 
free. The freedom in which we joined 
was infinitely more difficult than any 
conformity with customs could have been. 
Few will ever venture it. It is not lives 
lived on this plane that menace the well 
being of society.

It is not common sense, much less cour- 
age, to close our eyes to facta or to the possible 
consequence of.facts, Fear and self-deceit are not 
the guardians to place at our gates. We've had the 
second there more than once; not yet the first! 

The entrance of Japan into the Buropean con- 
flict and the extension through its ‘action of the 
war to China and to the neighborhood of our pos- 
sessions, Guam and the Philippines, are causes { 
great concern. To pretend that we do not 80 con- 
sider it will deceive no one but ourselves, To be 
afraid to discuss it thoroughly and frankly, not 
shirking any of its implications, will reveal a weak 
ness which will not be lost on Japan or upon other 
powers. If indeed we are afraid, we are in an un- 
wholesome state not normal to the American people 
and not at all likely to continue. But we shall 
have paid for it by the loss of prestige, and perhaps 
more; and the {inevitable assertion of our rights and 
Policies will be the harder for our lapse. 
In China we are committed to the policy of the 
open door and the maintenance of China's integrity.

These statements are radical. They 
sound nonsensical. Yet they are mache by 
the scientific director of the Russell Sage 
Institute of Pathology in a book entitled 
The Fundamental Basis of Nutrition.” 
If the reputation of the writer is not 
enough to satisfy, the arguments are 
available in the book.

The basis of the argument ie that the 
body is a machine. It uses fuel to pro- 
duce energy. i* is easy to determine the 
amount of fuel required. Fuel values 
are measured in heat units, called cal- 
ories. 

It is easy to determine the number of 
calories in any food. With this asa basis 
4 diet table is easily worked out. With 
this and a price list the cost of food can 
be determined 

To determine the fuel value of any sub- 
stance use is made of an. instrument 
called a bomb calorimeter. In determin- 
ing calories the substance to be tested is 
placed in a steel bomb. To this oxygen 
under pressure is supplied. The bomb Is 
submerged in water and the substance is 
set on fire with an electric spark. 

The amount of substance to be tested is 
known: the amount of water is known. 
As soon as the substance is burned the 
temperature of the water is again taken. 
The temperature before and efter is the 
basis for the calculation of the calories. 

A calorie is the amount of heat requircd 
to raise a litre of water ‘a t a quart) 
one degree centigrade (1.8 Fah- 
renheit. Fifteen grains (one gram) of the 
following foods yield the following num- 
ber of calories:

Cane sugar....4. Protein 41 
Starch ........4.1

ro determine the fuel needs of man and 
animals a modification of this calorimeter 
has been made. The honor of devising 
a calorimeter for human tests belongs 
to an American, Atwater. 

Making use of this calorimeter investt- 
getors have found that the amount of 
energy got out of a given quantity of food 
ia just about that which analysis shows it 
should produce and what it does produce 
when burned in the bomb calorimeter. 

For instance, Drs. Dubois and Coleman, 
giving to a man in bed food which theoret- 
ically should produce 422.59 calories, found 
by the calorimeter that 49.78 calories 
were produced. The fires burn higher in 
some animals than in others. For exam- 
ple, a horse makes 14.5 calories per kilo 
(about two pounds) in wenn hours. 

~~ 

Rubner 4 that the nine produced ia 
in proportion to the amount of skin sur- 
face. A big rotund man would make 
more heat than one that was puny and 
shriveled. While there is no doubt but 
that men vary in the use they make of 
food (aside from questions of digestion), 
some burning it more economically and 
some more wastefully, it is possible within 
reasonable limitations for a man to pro- 
duce energy in proportion to his food. 
In Lusk's book the variation is usually 
put at 10 per cent. 

A 166 pound man lying quietly in bed 
will need about 1,848 calories a day to 
maintain his balance. This is termed 
basal heat production. Beyond this base 
line the number of calories needed will 
depend on the amount of work done. 

~~ 

If we figure the value to the body of 
different foods solely on calories, we 
make one serious error. Life cannot be 
supported permanently on fat, sugars and 
starches alone, even though the calories 
are right. Protein or albumin is of more 
value to the body than its calorie value 
indicates. We need foods to furnish en- 
érgzy. Wealso need foods to repair waste. 
The food especially needed to repair 
waste is protein. 

When a man starves, he burns away 
1-200th part of his protein every day. If 
such a thing were thinkable, he would 
burn to ash in 200 days. If he were fed 
starches and fats in large quantities but 
fed no protein, he would burn up com- 
pletely in 500 days. Sugar and fat could 
aa ve him for 300 days, but he would finally 
go under. 

Proteins differ a good deal among them- 
selves. Protein from the beef heart or 
any other animal flesh stands at the head 
ot the list as a repairer, Thomas, using 
meat protein at 30 as a basis for compari- 
son, found that some other proteins 
ranked as follows: Milk, 81; rice, 34; 
potato, ‘$8; beans, 54; bread, 76; Indian 
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cents, or the calories cost 15 cents per 
1,000,

At this rate of increase it is just about 
necessary now that our people should buy 
their food with a view to getting the 
largest number of calories for the money. 
Some of the population are now receiving 
leas wages than are needed to properly | 
support them, even if they knew how to 
buy food so as to get the largest food 
value for the money. A fair propor- 
tion of the population is now receiving 
wages that are not sufficient to properly 
nourish them when they purchase food 
unwisely, but that would properly nour- 
ish them if they bought wisely. 

A large proportion of the people are a 
little above the line, but are not able to 
save enough to carry them over periods 
of idleness or iliness or other misfortune. 
These people would be able to protect 
themselves against all hasards if they 
only knew how to purchase so as to get 
nutrition values.

Chicago, Aug. 16.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—The recent proposal to the federal 
reserve bcard to reduce bank reservee to 
a point where our currency would have 
little but paper as eecurity wae of par- 
ticular interest to the great mass of retail 
merchants who have been in doubt as to 
the value of paper currency offered in ex-

The pending proposal of Morgan that 
the government guarantee the collection 
of a loan of $100,000,000 to France is of 
keener interest to this same class of busi- 
ness men that the outcome of the siege of 
Liege. Any such obligation or the heavy 
export of gold will cause them to estab- 
lish gold prices. The margins on the daily 
needs of the consumer have been reduced 
to a point where the small merchant must 
receive an inflexible and undiscountable 
value in return for his goods, and his in- 
terest ta avoid loss and maintain his 
business exceeds any interest he might 
have in the outcome of the present war.

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AVERAGES FOR SOU’PAWS 
IN THE FEDERAL LEAGUE. 


Left handed batting averages and other 
new kinks in the vital statistics of the 
national pastime will be inaugurated by 
the Federal league in its official review of 
the current season’s work. Secretary 
Lioyd Rickart of Gilmore's organization 
already is working on plans for more com- 
plete records than are furnished by the 
American and National leagues. 

By left handed batting averages Rick- 
art does not mean that the swat stati» 
ties will be compiled with the left hand 
of the statistician. His idea is to sep- 
arate the right and left handed batters 
in his league, and compile a special list 
of averages for each division. Those few 
batters who clout ‘em from both sides 
of the plate will be ranked in both lista. 

For years there has been much disous- 
sion regarding the advantaye a southpaw 
sticker has over a batsman who hits from 
the other side of the plate.

One reason for brief attention to the bait 
rod is that most any oid kind of à rod 
wil) eerve for bait fishing, only so that it 
be stout enough and of the right length. 
Every lodge of piecatory, has“prentices 
atrenge to the fly rod yet skilful with 
or past masters who,in a cold spring 
fréshet, ox in grasshopper days, or, for 
thé sake of experiment, like to dally 
with the bait rod. All of these interests, 
according to their degree, must be cared 


tor in proper anglers’ ritual. 


For boat trolling use a short, stiff red; 
for other. bait fishing a strong rod about 
tow feet in length 


Good bait Siting oa carmot be done with a 
fly rod or'with a short dumpy rod. The 
first is too flexible and the last too short. 
Bait fishing for trout should be conduct- 
ed with a long rod. one purpose of this 
being to prevent the trout from seeing the 
angler. Generally this bait fishing for 
trout is short line work. A fairly stout 
rod lo necessary in order to retrieve the 
trout properly. The greater flexibility of 
the fly rod is recompensed by the longer 
line and the wider spaces chosen by the fly 
caster. 

It is offensive to take a short rod into 
a trout stream. 

Tis a painful sight to witness a zealous 
amateur sloshing around in a good stream 
with a six foot rod. If he catches a trout 
with this clownish weapon he performs a 
miracie. Still, on the law of averages, 
there must be a certain limited number of 
foolish and gullible trout in every stream, 
and the most industrious awkwardness 
cannot keep them all away from the hook. 
This angler will of course paralyze with 
terror most of the trout in that part of 
the stream that he infests. When you 
meet him rioting down the stream, pre- 
ceded by clouds of roily water, allow him 
to pass on without hurt, and smile en- 
couragingty on him, though it be ever so 
feebly. Remember that every citizen has 
the right to life, liberty and the ineffectual 
pursuit of trout in your streams. After 
this invasion has ceased you will allow 
the country to recover from it before pur- 
suing your pleasure. 

Go ashore, or make yourself comforta- 
ble on a handy log or rock, smoke your 
pipe, adjust your files, or tie a new leader 
and wait philo cally until the clouds 
oll by and confidence has been restored 
to the panic stricken trout. Be consoled 
with. the assurance that this invader is not 
Gepieting your preserves to any apprecia- 
bie extent.

If the water be of good temper and the 
weather favorable you can take up your 
joyous way in half an hour, but if the 
disturbance has been great you may wait 
longer. Patience is the badge of all our 
tribe. Even the farmer knows better 
than to use a short. stubby rod. He goes 
forth equipped with a fifteen foot cane 
pole; purchased at the village store, or 
with one of equal length, cut from the 
nearby tamarac swamp. Asa rule, he 
does not paddle the stream with hoary 


beet. Dut sits like Patience on a monu- 


ment above some deep pool, hours with- 
out end. When he hooks a trout with this 
pole he can be relied un to land it safely 
thirty feet in the brush behind him. 

He is a more pleasing object than this 
other affront of the short rod, who wal- 
lows down the stream. 

‘So you, prideful, gladly show your col- 
lection of insects. You may be sure that 
de has a kindly and courteous contempt 
for all such gauds and wonders how you 
ever catch trout with them. 

He matches your wicker creel—a direct 
descendant of old Isaac Walton, with a 
gunny-sack, in which his spoils are stored. 
He ts properly amazed that you have 
thirty for your morning’s catch, regret- 
ting that he has not so many, although 
his guntysack is as heavy as your creel. 
3 sack and you find that he 
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Thus recumbent it is a public menace, a 
fatal attraction for careléss feet. Even 
if you should withstand the temptation 
to break it your next friend is sure to 
fall. Do not attempt to take a rod, un- 
less it be put up, through a door with 
Spring hinges. A rod caddy did this 
with two of my rods once and the ensuing 
tragedy was heartrending. 

Don't casually leave your rod where 
the dangling fies will catch in a passing 
og or other animal. Once on a very 
thirsty. day I came to a farm yard in- 
habited by barmlees and friendly cows. 
I leaned my rod down over the watering 
trough, allowing the leader to sink in the 
water of the trough, with the files at- 
tached, so that the leader would not dry 
out. I then went to the pump to drink. 
A gentle cow thought she would also 
drink at the trough, and so involved her 
nose in the files and stampeded. I finally 
recovered the remains of the rod, but was 
never able to discover what became of 
the flies and the leader. 

If an interregnum comes to you on the 
stream and you have to shift about by 
brushy trails, cut off your leader and 
reel up the line frat so as to save unnec- 
essary profanity. 

A rod with dangling flies carried in an 
automobile has been known to entail 
serious results, for an automobile is no 
especter of anything. It would just as 
goon spoil a rod as a chicken or a dog. 

When the fly catches in an overhanging 
branch and cannot be released by a few 
gentle fps and tugs and you are too old 
to climb the tree and cut off the offending 
branch and the tree is too large to be cut 
down with your pocket hatchet, do not 
deaperately put a breaking strain on de 
rod, but take hold of the line, and, with 
straight pull, break the leader. This will 
leave your criminal files and leader gib- 
beted as an awful example to others. 
You will add your tribute to the bieaching 
bones of many other files and leaders that 
are festooned on the came branch. There 
are wicked, malignant trees along trout 
streams that delight in committing as- 
sault and robbery of tackle. They leap 
out from leafy ambush and take the hap- 
less angler unaware. 


~~ 

The most experienced angler cannot 
hope to escape these devilish entangle- 
ments. The best he can do is to possess 
his soul with infinite patience and watch- 
fulness and carry ¢yes in the back of his 
head. 

A rod should not be allowed to become 
wet or damp unless absolutely necessary. 
Of course you will not know enough to 
come ld when it raine, especially when 
the trout are rising, nor do I urge any 
such self-pampering. But do the best you 
can to keep your rod dry, for dampness 
is a great enemy of rods. Dry a wet rod 
as soon as possible, not by a fire or in a 
hot room, but in an ordinary tempera- 
ture, Don't keep your rods in a warm 
room during the closed season, but store 
them in a cool, dry place. It is said to be 
a good plan to hang a rod up by the tip 
when kt is put away for the season. A 
rod should have at least two good coats 
of varnish each year.

"Replenishing the Fall Underwear. 
HERE are still many women who 
prefer to make their underwear 
rather than buy it. Undoubtedly 
they will get better wearing quality 
and should have better effects at less cost 


~if they co all, the work. If aseamstress 
must be employed or if a woman is busy 
earning her dally bread or mothering a 
young family, Il advise buying underwear, 
no matter how much tempted to make it. 

Unless. one wishes everything to wear 
out at once, a replenishment of the un 
derwear should be made twice a year, say 
in February and in the early fall. These 
are the slack times for other sewing and 
making is tees of a burden. 

The envelope chemise, novel as it is, is 
simple to make and obviates the necessity 
of separate corset covers and drawers, 
Cut on chemise lines—indeed, you May use 
one of your chemise patterns with the 
center of the back elongated Into a square 
or pointed tab long enough to button up 
on the front section like a flap of an en 
velope. Finish the seams with a neat 
French seam or fiat fell, as preferred, and 
trim the bottom of the chemise around 
neck and armhole with an inch wide iace 
edging. 

Turn back a narrow seam on the right 
side around neck and armholes and cover 
».th a half or three-quar: inch bead 
ing. Overcast the lace edging to this 
with slight fullness, merely held in. Put 
4a narrow hem on the bottom. It may be 
hemstitched by hand or machine and 
overcast the lace edging to it, trimming 
entirely around the flap. This when 
pointed fastens with one buttonhoic 
worked in the flap and a button to cor- 
respond on the front of the garment. Ine 
square tab has three button holes, ond in 
each corner, the other in the center. he 
neck line on one garment may be cut 
round, others square or in a broad V, thus 
giving variety to one pattern, 

Even simpler is it to cut the top of the 
envelope chemise so it ends under the 
arms. It is heid on by ribbon straps or 
those of embroidery buttoned on. One 
such garment may be trimmed with the

Nuremburg, Germany, is fa- 
mous for its mechanical toys, and Ba- 
varia is a veritable toyland where each 
village strives to outdo the others in some 
particular kind of toy. 

Tyrol, in Switzerland, is world famous 
for its carved toys, and the wonderfpl 
airy fairy dolls that delight the hearts of 
lucky little girls are all dressed in Paris 
and other parts of France. 

England, too, makes a bot of toys, but 
they are of inferior quality to those of 
the German, Swiss, and French. And 
most of Engiand’s toy trade is intensive. 
There are comparatively few shipments 
of toys out of England to the export 
trade.

But.“ ay the department store heads 
and the American jobbers, “ right now 
things don’t look much like peace in Eu- 
rope and although European soldiers | 
may die all the time, the children don’t | 
know it and they demand their toy pres- | 
ents for Christmas.” 

“Whether America will forge to the | 
front es a toy market depends wholly on | 
the duration of this present war,” a man- | 
ufacturer said to me. “If the war lasts | 
a year or more America will be comnpelled | 
to make her own toys to satisfy the 
clamor of ber children. If a state of war | 
exists long enough American buyers wil | 
contract the habit of buying toys in their | 
own country. which by that time will | 
have lowered the cost of production to 
that of their European competitors.

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CHAPTER 1. 
The Freach Revolution. 


By HERBERT CAXTON.

T has been said that the present titanic strug- 
gle in Europe is one between autocracy and de- 

mocracy, and it is predicted that, whatever the 

result may be, the twilight of the kings has 
set in. The outcome cannot be safely predicted, 
but there is no doubt that the march of democracy 
which began a century and a half ago and which 
has continued since on battlefields and in legiela- 
tive halla will go on. 

In that time the world has seen the rise of ou 
own republic, the establishment of a firm republican 
government in France after a century marked by 
Napoleonic conquest and revolution, the downfall 
of the Portuguese monarchy, the fixing of the Swiss 
confederation, the unification of Italy, the spread 
of republican institutions throughout Central and 
South America, the growth of constitutional gov- 
ernment in place of autocracy in most Buropean 
countries, and the realization of suffrage, practically 
tniversal, among many peoples previously living 
under absolutism. 

Some of these radical changes were accomplished 
peacefully, but as a rule violent internal and ex- 
ternal disturbances accompanied them. Geograph- 
fea] lines were effaced, political theories rose and 
fell, diplomacy and military policies beheld them- 
selves become obsolete, and new forces arose not 
heretofore dreamed of.

Impetus from America. 

The setting ap of the great American republic 
no doubt gave wonderful impetus to the desire of 
other peoples to realise their dream of political free 
dom. The Declaration of Independence rang out 
40 u rallying ery to democracy wherever there were 
responsive ears. But even then the seeds of de 
mocracy were stirring in the sterile fields of France 
and Germany, although it was to take yeors of 
watering with blood of patridts before the blossom- 
ing time should come. 

It was France, the country in which monarchical 
government renebedsite finest flower, where abso- 
lutism touched its senith and its nadir, which was 
fated to be the experiment station for democracy 
in Europe A ped ; 
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claimed to the old dynasties the fallacy of the di- 
vine right of kings, and asserted rights of the gov- 
erned not before imagined. The echo of that revo- 
lution was heard lu many lands, The Germans 
rose to it and later even hailed Napoleon as a 
liberator more desirable than their autocratic rulers. 

As the nineteenth century progressed the har- 
vests of democracy were often trampled out by the 
feet of militarism in the wars of conquest and re 
prisal, but the seed never died. It sprang up again 
in such years as 1848, and afterwards.in the days 
of Italian unity. It is true Poland and other states 
had already been blotted out, but constitutionalism 
stood firm, and its advocates made great gains 
against privilege in every legislative hall where 
freedom of speech was not abridged. 

Bat it is with the French revolution that mod- 
ern European democracy begins.

Little Pamphlet and Big Revolution. 

It is almost impossible in this age of books to 
conceive that such a stupendous event as the French 
revolution should owe much of its impetus to « 
little pamphlet not more than 100 pages in length. 
It would be ridictlous to say that the French revo- 
lution would never have taken place if it had not 
been for Rousseau's “COontrat Social,” but it 
would be equally ridiculous to deny the tremendous 
influence this pamphlet had in preparing the peo 
vle’s minds for what was to come, 

The “Contrat Social” appeared long before the rer 
olution, and its effect was not immediately seen, but 
this and other works against feudalism hy the en- 
cyclopedists set thought astir in every part of the 
kingdom and suggested means to a way out of the 
morass in which the country was involved. - 

Nearly everything in the book had been sald be- 
fore, but the man’s marvelous lucidity, the perfec- 
tion of the style, and his integrity and disinterest- 
edness carried conviction to every one who read it, 
and in time it became the gospel of the revolution. 
The readers discovered in its pages every argument 
in favor of the moral basis of democracy. They 
read that the family preceies the state; they bo- 
held the argument that authority has its basis lu 
strength cast to the winds. They were told that 
moral authority of men in a community arises from 
conscious authority—a social contract. They found 
all the arguments against democracy clearly given, 
and yet Rousseau stated clearly why and how de 
mocracy was right. He disposed of the theory that 
& representative method was democratic, and he 
held no matter how democratic the form of the 
@tate the particulars of law must be conformed to 
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The events leading up to the present war in Europe 
run continuously back to the French revolution. 

Mediaeval history ended then. 

The French people overthrew the middle ages in 
their own country, and the French armies overthrew 
the middle ages throughout the rest of Europe. 

Napoleon’s gigantic attempt to set up a tyranny 
failed, and the attempts of the re-established kings to 
revive the barbarism of the past also were unsuccessful.

The history of the last hundred years has been the 


history of monarchy, organized and in power, vainly 
attempting to stem the rising flood of democracy and 


humanity. 


The issues have been confused by race antagonism 
—by conflicting national interests. 

But in the main the contest has been between king 
and people, asit really is today. 

To understand the age in which you are living you 
should read every one of the articles on the history of 
Europe, of which this is the first.

and that In exceptional times dictatorship was « 
necessity. Full democracy, be sald, might do for 
angels, but not for men. 

In 1788 a stout, commonplace looking man was 
king of Franee. Louis XVI., the last of the Cape- 
tian monarchs, was not only commonplace as to 
looks, but he had a commonplace mind. By some 
untoward fate the man who should have been 6 
fairly prosperous locksmith or the keeper of a lit 
tle shop sat on the throne of u great. nation. 

Unlike even the meanest of his forbears, there 
was nothing of the statesman, nothing of the sol- 
dier, about him. He comprehended nothing which 
con erned his own or any other nation. He could 
not have led a corporal’s guard properly one block 
through a Paris street. He was not without à sort 
of obstinate courage. He did not anderstand men, 
He was honest, bot easily duped. Steadfast in 
nothing but his traditions, he was Gttingly the last 


of the Bourbons, with nothing to learn and noth- 
ing to forget. 

The court, the landed gentry, the aristocrats in 
general were quite satisfied with their king, With 
the queen it was different. The placid, vegetable 
nature of the king did not disclose its lack of un- 
derstanding of the mionarch’s duties. The fiery ant 
active character of the queen, an Austrian, made 
her contempt of everything French offensively ap- 
parent to all. She continually shocked the eon ven- 
tions. She persistently interfered in politics with 
no better judgment of men than her husband. She 
was duped into recommending bad or incompetent 
ministers, abandoning their cause as lightly as she 
had espoused it. Intriguing mea and women used 
her to their own ends. 

The 25,000,000 of French people at this time 
were almost in a state of serfdom, not the serfdom 


ef feudal times, for then it was at least to the ip 
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terest of the lords to see that thelr vassals wore 
properly fed and had some means of livelihood in 
times of peace. The French of the middle of the 
eighteenth century were bled on every hand by the 
taxes wrung by rapacious collectors for the nobles 
who in turn were made to give up a large portion 
to the state. So great was this drain that it is 
dificult to see what remained to keep soul and 
body together among the populaca

People Worse Off Than Serfs. 

Besides the crushing taxes the people bent under 
oppressive laws of the most galling sort. Severe 
punishment was dealt out often on suspicion only. 
The lord of the manor not infrequently took his 
wil with the peasani’s women, and the father or 
husband did not dare object. Wars had destroyed 
the property and carried the manhood of French 
peasantry to death on foreign fields. 

Under lettres de cachet any one could be ar 
rested without warrant and confined without trial 
an indefinite time. The king could arrest, release, 
fine, imprison or order killed any one he chose 
without formality of trial and with no recourse for 
the victim. Not all of the nobles were wealthy. A 
large number were at least land poor. Gambling,

‘Council of Notables. 
Affairs finally reached such a pass that even the 
king and his ministers began to consider some com- 


— 


promise with the rising storm. One of the first 2 


steps taken towards constitutionalism was when a 
Council of Notables was invoked from the three 
estates to help push reform measures for the pur- 
pose of raising income. 


Some of these took away privileges. Others 
abridged them. The program was large and com- 
prehensive, but the council refused to help the king 
and his minister. It even enunciated the theory 
that only the nation had the right to tax. The 
council dissolved and those not of the nobility soon 
spread throughout the country the contempt they 
had for the crown. The respect for the king was 
not long in disappearing, and the feeling gained 
ground that a new constitution must be forthcom- 
ing. 

Later Louls banished the parliament aul the 
populace of Paris, wrought to great anger, de- 
nounced both king and queen. Protests poured in 
rom magistrates and others. Many persons fied the 
realm, foreign affairs with the United Provinces be- 
ame acute, ministers resigned, and the country 
rapidly approached a state of anarchy. Parlia- 
ment, which had returned and reconvened, checke! 
the king and his minister in their attempt to raise 
money by taxes or-by a foreign loan. 


At length, after great disorder, the noblesse of 

Grenoble agreed to revive the Ancient Estates. 
Over 500 deputies met and declared they would 
resist any taxes not levied by the states general; 
that they would not separate their cause from that 
of the other provinces; ‘and they insisted on the 
abolition of lettres de cachet. This action had 
wonderful effect all over France. 
Other provinces, emboldened, followed suit. The 
ministers vainly protested. The king vainly threat- 
ened. The storm began to break. The states gen- 
eral was convened.; The king bowed to the popu- 
lar will, ungraciously, but he bowed. He restored 
to office Necker, the popular minister of finance; the 
people went wild with delight, and the N rose 
30 per cent.

house, the third ba ving as many members as the 
other two combined. With no experience in par- 
Hamentary institutions the French plunged at once 
into the complicated machinery of representative 
‘Tegislation, in which the Three Estates clashed 
with each other, and the king clashed with them 
all. The first encounter was when the Third Es- 
tate demanded that all three should meet together. 
In June, 1789, they adopted the title of the Na- 
tional Assembly. Opposed by the nobles and or- 
dered by the king to dissolve they refused and took 
an oath to give France a new constitution.

People Storm the Bastille. 


Alarmed, the king massed his soldiers around 

Paris. Mirabeau demanded that the troops dis- 

“hand. The king refused and again dismiaped / 
Necker, his minister. The people formed the Na- 

tional Guard, and July 14, 1789, they stormed the 

Bastille and let out the prisoners. In nearly every 

province divisions of the National Guard were or- 

ganized, and the castles and chateaux of the no- 

bility were stormed and sacked. 

The king began to compromise. He appeared in 
the assembly, said he would withdraw the troops 
And recall Necker. A municipal organization was 
“granted to the city, with Bailly as mayor, and La 
Fayette was put at the head of an armed ailitia 
Jependent upon the municipality. July 17 Louis 
further humiliated himself by appearing with a tri- 
_¢olor cockade in the Guild hall. The nobility who 
“sensed the coming of democracy gave up their 
“feudal rights. All over France violence occurred. 
That celebrated document, “The Rights of Man 
and of the Citzen,“ was promulgated, and the ae- 
sembly rang with debates upon the new constitution. 

The king, with the advice of his friends, refused 
o promulgate the decree abolishing feudal rights, 
Sand he likewise rejected as treasonable the Dec- 
lara tion of the Rights of Man.” Bread riots be- 

n, and women in great numbers marched on 
Versailles The mob tried to kill the queen; there 
“was a clash with the militia, and Louis and his 
family came to Paris to live. This pleased the peo- 
pie and the assembly, which went on trying to 
"ervetallise its ideas of democracy into a constitution. 
The king now apparently realized that he was 

one only in name and that he and his court formed 
the only opposition to the revolution which was

In 1791 a new constitution was decreed. France 
was divided inte eighty-three departments gov- 
erned by elected officers; the judiciary was to be 
elected and also even officers of the church. Dur- 
ing this period great numbers ot the nobility and 
other royalists fled to Prussia and Austria, from 
whence they made trouble by intriguing against the 
revolution, These intrigues led to the great war 
which followed in 1792. 

All this time the word “republic” was merely 
an academic term. Scarcely any one in France 
thought of substituting any vther form of govern 
meat for the monarchy, so firmly fixed was the mon- 
archical idea in the minds of the people. That is 
why they brought the king from Vervallles to Pa rie, 
and again returned him when he tried to fly across 
the frontier. 

Even the Duke of Orleans, who was capable of 
it, had the idea come to him, never tried to declare 
himself regent, which he might have done with the 
king in flight and both the latter's brothers in for- 
eign lands with the emigrés. Parliament even 
decreed that the king had been carried off to 
Varennes, and it received him on his return and 
had him take the oath under the constitution. 

The queen’s letters to her brother, the emperor vf 
Austria, had had their effect, and when the nationa! 


assembly met in October, 1791, France and Austrias 


were on the point of war. The leaders of the new 
assembly were the Girondins, so called because they 
came from the Gironde. They were idealist demo- 
crats, patriotic. without being so national as the 
more extreme members, and were noted orators. “The 
extreme party, known as the Mountain, was led by 
Robespierre. They represented Paris. They began 
by opposing the coming war, but later not only 
favored it but actually sent to the guillotine the 
Girondins, who then had set their faces against it. 

In December, 1791, Louis asked the king of Pras- 
sia to mobilize on the French frontier to prevent the 
spread of the revolution. Neither the Prussian king 
nor the Austrian emperor needed the warning. They 
both had sensed the danger to their thrones. Then, 
too, the revolution had abolished the feudal rights 
of Austrian princes in Alsace; it had annexed the 
papal state of Avignon aud had outraged other con- 
ventionalities. War was finally declared and France 
went out to fight two enemies whose combined armies 
were about six times as great numerically as her 
body of untrained troops. 

But her army had gained a new spirit. 
consecrated to democracy. It felt that it was carry- 
ing a crusade for the freedom of mankind to all the 
world. A spirit of unity pervaded it, and the mani- 
festo of the Duke of Brunswick demanding the 
restoration of the monarchy in France and threaten- 
ing to treat the revolutionary authorities as rebels 
set them ablase with patriotism. 

It was at this critical period that the Marseilles 
Paris, having marched all the 
way, ami brought the immortal air of Rouget de 
Lisle which still inspires revolutionaries in what- 
ever land it is heard. 

Aug. 10 the mob attacked the Tuileries, routed the 
6,000 who guarded it, and looted the palace. 

The royal family fied to the hall of parliament, 
where they were overtaken and imprisoned in the 
tower of the temple, Danton, supported by the mii\- 
tary, usurped their place, The adherents of the 
crown were arrested by scores, while the army lists 


were filled for the wer.

Prussians Invade Longwy. 

Meanwhile Brunswick, leading the allies, had in- 
vaded French soll at Longwy, so often mentional in 
present day dispatches, when now, an then, the inva d- 
ers are Prussian and Austrian. A few days later 
the garrison at Verdun surrenderai. 

The Girondina idealists’ conduct of the war had 
proved a failure so far. Phe spirit with which the 
army went out to fight almost evaporated. The sol- 
diers broke and ran. The allies swept everything 
before them. Bnthusiaem proved no match for die- 
cipline, tactics, and accurate artillery, In a rage the 
mobs fell upon the jails where were imprisoned the 
suspected supporters of the court, and in September 
1,100 were massacred. The order for this infamous 
act was given by Marat. 

Sept. 20 the third assembly, known a the con ven- 
tion, met, and it continued for three years to give 
France what government it had, if government it 
can be called. The second day of the session it voted 
unanimously that royalty be abolished. The next 
day it was decided that public documents should 
bear the date “The First Year of the Republic.” 
Thus came first into official use the designation of a 
new form of government. 

About this time also, to the surprise of all con- 
cerned, the allies negotiated for a cessation of hostil- 
ities and their withdra wol from French soil, Not 
only had they met with an unexpwcted check in their 
invasion, just as the Germans did this month in Bel- 
gium, but sickness and a failure of the commissary to 
keep up connections had reduced them to a state 
where peace was necessary. 

When everything seemed to favor the new . 
a violent dissension broke out between the municipal 
and the national government in the convention. The 
former was now carried away by the revolutionary 
and military spirit, ami the Girondins were the espe- 
E objects of its hatred and suspicion. The Moun- 

n, supported by the municipal government, was 
rmined on the strong hand in administration. It

Committee of Safety. 

At Danton’s suggestion the revolutionary tribunal 
had been formed to try cases of treason. The con- 
vention appointed also the committee of public safety 
to manage the military affairs of the republic, while 
another committee to control ministers had its pow- 
ers enlarged. 

The organization of the committee of public safety, 
however, was destined to have an immense and last- 
ing effect upon the destinies of the republic. This 
committee, controlled by Danton and Barére, deter- 
mined to give the Girondins over to the commune. 
Twenty-nin+ of the leaders were taken out of the 
convention and Jeprive. of their office. Later many 
were executed and a number took their own lives. 
That summer also the convention had voted the con- 
stitution, containing universal suffrage, an annual 
parliament, and a referendum. 

The revolution against Paris had spread to many 
provinces. Bordeaux and Marseilles were in arms. 
Normandy was aflame, while Toulon opened its port 
to the English and Spaniards and proclaimed the 
dauphin as Louis XVII. The allies were in Valen- 
ciennes and Mayence, and Dunkirk waa threatened. 

It was then that Carnot entered the committee of 
public safety and applied his military geniys to 
organize the operations in the field. So well did he 
do this that within a month the allies fled from Dun- 
kirk aud Maubeuge was freed in October. The Giron- 
dins lost Lyons and the north was quieted, while a 
young major of artillery, Bonaparte by name, had 
driven the enemy from Toulon. 

A madness now seize those in power. Every one 
whom the committee of public safety judge as op- 
posed to its military policy was recommended to the 
revolutionary tribunal! for execution. These, with 
those it judged guilty of treason or for infractions of 
discipline, numbered almost 2,000. Danton and 
Desmoulins suffered with the rest. The persecution 
extended in the country to the clergy, hundreds of 
whom were murdered or sent into exile. 

Along with all these victims were a number of 
radicals whose extreme views were feared as likely 
to cause a reaction. The queen and her sister-in- 
law, Mme. Elisabeth, suffered death, together with 
hundreds of men and women whose only crime was 
their noble birth. The little dauphin, after being 
starved and beaten until he became almost an imbc- 
cile, fortunately died on his captors’ hands.

End of the Terror. 

Robespierre shared with Carnot the power of the 
committee. He is credited with sending Danton, as 
well an many others to the scaffold, a fate which he 
himself was to share. Marat, “the friend of the 
people,” as he was called, from the name of his 
newspaper, is another to whom obloquy attaches for 
his acts of savage cruelty. He himself was assassi- 
nated while at his bath by Charlotte Corday, a Nor- 
man girl. Robespierre was shot by a young man 
while be was drawing up a proclamation of insur- 
rection. He lived, however, to pay the penalty on 
the scaffold. The committee decreed his death for 
his interference with its policy. The populace had 
tired of him and eagerly sought his extinction. With 
his death the terror ended. 

Paris was 80 glutted with blood that a reaction 
slowly set in. The terrorist government gave way 
to the moderates, and, although cruelty and execu- 
tions by Bo means ceased, France began to assume 
the semblance of peace and order, particularly as 
Prussian and Spain withdrew from the war, leaving 
England and Austria still her enemies. 

In 1795 government by directory was attempted 
and a decided reactionary spirit set in. Everything 
which before had been venerated was now despised. 
Men who had been extolled as profound patriots now 
had their memories execrated. It became the fash- 
ion to ape or truckle to the old foreign enemies of the 
republic. There was talk of restoring the monarchy. 
On the other hand, the terrorists were now prose- 
cuted. Butcheries took place at Marsefiles, Lyons, 
Avignon, Arles, and elsewhere. But the government's 
troubles were not over. 

May 20, 1705, a mob shouting “ Bread and the 
Constitution! broke into the convention, slew a 
deputy, forced out the chairman, and proceeded to 
set up a provisional government. The national 
guard intervened and cleared the hall. A later insur- 
rection failed. The revolutionary tribuna] was finally 
abolished. It was at this time the unfortunate 
dauphin was allowed to die. There had been some 
sentimental talk about restoring him as king. 

The absent royalists now began to plot for a return 
to power. Overtures were made to Louis XVIII., 
but his Bourbonism led him to declare that he hated 
the constitutionalists worse than he did Robespierre 
himself. The royalists in England made a futile 
attempt at invasion. It came to nothing. 

The constitutional committee was making slow 
progress in framing the new instrument. When it 
bad finished it was found that democracy had re- 
ceived a crushing blow. Universal suffrage was 
abolished, a property qualification for members of 
the legislature was established, and to vote residence 
and payment of taxes were necessary. Also the bi- 
camera] legislature was revived, consisting of the 
council of 500 and the ancients, The declaration of 
the rights of man remained. Neither rank nor state 
religion was recognized. Freedom of the press, secu- 
rity of property and freedom to labor were guaran- 
teed. EXmigrés were forbidden to return and their 
confiscated property was settled upon its buyers. 

On the final acceptance of the constitution the 
property qualification for legislators was knocked out 
and a few minor changes were made. Primary as- 
semblies, however, were denied a free voice in the 
coming elections, and this fact, together with other 
usurpations, caused the revolt of forty-four out of 
forty-eight sections, backed by 380,000 national 
guards. To these the convention opposed 1,500 
“ patriots” and 4,000 regulars under Barras. Here 
Bonaparte appears. He had lost his job in the war 
office. Neither side had artillery. To oblige Barras 
Napoleon sent Murat to seize forty pieces belonging; 
By 6 p. m. 
they were at the Tuileries and the defense was ready. 
The next day the clash cams. One hundred insur- N 
gents were killed and the crisis was over. 
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nominated. Nov. 4 the new government was estab- 
lished. 

The idealista, however, had by no means disap- 
peared, but now they united their idealism to practi- 
cal methods. The republic, which was an ideal in 
itself, now determined to spread democracy to tue 
surrounding countries. It was believed that the whole 
world could be made to forsake the monarchical idea 
and to adopt republicanism. “An invasion of 
armies,” Hugo said, can be resisted; nothing can 
resist an invasion of ideas.” 

France was to propagate her republican ideas on 
all Europe. It took care, however, to plant those 
ideas with the sword. Meanwhile two armies under 
Moreau and Jourdan were sent against Germany. 
A third, much smaller, under Napoleon was intrusted 
with the task of clearing Italy of the Austrians. With 
his small and poorly accoutered army, discontented 
and ill paid, he crossed the Maritime Alps while the 
snow still remained, aud after a series of brilliant 
victories established the Cisalpine republic in north 
Italy and the Ligurian republic at Genoa. 

Less successful, the other armies had been forced 
back to the Rhine, but to offset this Napoleon crossed 
the eastern Alps and appeared before Vienna, forcing 
Emperor Francis Joseph to conclude peace. By this 


treaty France galned Austria's Belgian provinces and 


also the provinces on the west bank of the Rhine. 

Napoleon’s return to Paris was the occasion of so 
much enthusiasm that the directory in alarm sought 
an opportunity to get him out of the way. An inva- 
sion of England was proposed, but he suggested 
instead that he attack England's eastern colonies. 
For this purpose he set out with an army for ret 
to take and colonize that country in order to control 
eastern trade. He defeated the Mameluke army near 
Cairo, took the town, and assumed possession of the 
country. a 

He lost bis fleet at Aboukir to Nelson, but early 
in 1799 he entered Syria, took Gaza and Jaffa, and 
laid siege to Acre. Here he met with a decided 
reverse, the English assisting the Turkish garrison. 
The French went back to Egypt and defeated the 
Turkish army again.

Meanwhile the repnbiican propaganda had set up 
the Tiberine republic at Rome, the pope having first 
been imprisoned; the Helvetic republic in Switzer- 
land, and the Parthenopean republic at Naples. 
These acts and the French defeat by Nelson caxsed 
war to be declared against France by several coan- 
tries. The republics at Rome and Naples fell, the 
French had to leave Italy and were bard pressed to 
prevent invasion of their own oil. 

At home the populace rose against the directory, 
who were charged with keeping Napoleon abroad 
through jealousy. A new terror was threatened. 
When Napoleon heard of this he performed his first 
coup. Giving his command to Gen. Kleber, he de- 
clared the reign of the lawyers is over” and went 
back to France. His reception was more enthusi- 
astic than before. ‘The council of 500 opposed itself 
to him, but at the head of his grenadiers he cleared 
the chamber. The era of the revolution was closed. 
The first French republic had fallen. Napoleon 
established himself as first consul, and the world 
saw the rise of the sun which was to set at Moscow.

Rise of Russia and Prussia. 

The period of the French revolution had seen Rus- 
sia rise by conquest to be a great nation. Her em- 
pire stretched from the Black sea to the far north, 
and on the west by successive bites at Poland her 
borders touched those of Prussia. Prussia, Austria, 
and Russia between them had by a series of dis- 
memberments obliterated the Polish nation from the 
map. 

Prussia, evolved from a small duchy and an elec 
torate, had rapidly come to be a power to be reck- 
oned with. Its rulers, many of them wise and able 
statesmen, had gradually increased its territory and 
influence, and under Frederick the Great its military 
force was brought to a high state of efficiency. The 
war of the Austrian succession gave him Silesia, and 
the seven years’ war with its varying fortunes gave 
his army almost the first place in Europe. To him is 
due the design of laying a foundation of German 
unity which was to be completed by his successors a 
century later.

It is estimated by conservative makers 
of automobiles that several million dol- 
lars will be lost by the American automo- 
bile makers by the war. It means not only 
the complete destruction of the trade that 
has been built up, but it also means that 
again must the foreign sales managers 
work and scheme to regain the lost trade 
which a week of the war has wiped out 
completely. 

During the eleven months ending m 
May the government statistics show that 
of the 27,016 cars exported to foreign coun- 
tries, 12,621, or 46.8 per cent, were shipped 
to Burope. That represents an increase 
of more than 1) per cent over the exporta- 
tions for the same period in 19138. The 
12.521 cars were valued at $0,733,000, or 
nearly 40 per cent of the total value of all 
the cars exported to foreign countries. 

“Now that Great Britain has entered 
the conflict,” a manufacturer who ex- 
ports a large number of cars ald, the 
last market for American cars in Europe 
is gone. Nearly half of the Americano 
cars were sold in England. The fact that 
British ships are prevented from carrying 
the shipments will interfere considerably 
with our shipments also, because British 
ships carry much of our export trade to 
the neutral nations.”

The 
quadrangie thus formed will be a grass 
piot, in the center of which there will be 
a fountain and on one side a stone shrine. 

The parochial scnool building erected at 
the time of the organization of the parish 
is of brick, but wil] be made to fit into the 
general building scheme by being faced 
with stone. It will be so connected with 
the other buildings as to become an in- 
tegral part of the group. 

Some uncertainty is fet on account of 
the Furopean war in regard to the con- 
struction of the marble altar which has 
been ordered from Italy. Father O’Gara 
is assured, however, that the work can, 
if necessary, be done in the United States. 
Provision is made in the architectural 
plans for a complete system of ventila- 
tion, for a chime of bells, a great organ, 
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and art windows of beautiful and impres- 
sive design. 

Corpus Christi parish was founded tn 
1901 by Father F. Hennebery. He died in 
1905. Father O'Gara then became the 
pastor and in nine years has eeen the par- 
ish grow to the proportions of being one 
of the most important in Chicago.

American Women Universally Fighting War. | 


By Marion Walters Lovett. 


EN have made declarations of war 
since time began. It rematned for 
the women of America to make a 
declaration against war. In the 
lam issue of the Woman's Journal, the 
American suffragist crgan, the women of 
this country were called upon to “ declare 


‘war against war.” The declaration, which 


will inevitably meet with an enthusiastic 
reeponse from all the women of the coun- 
try, suffragisis as well as those women 
opposed to the movement, reads: 

Forty-five of the great nations of the world 
attended the second Hague conference. These 
unanimously agreed to favor the employment 
of mediatidh, commissions of inquiry, and a U- 
tration in the settlement of disputes after 
diplomacy had failed. 

Six of these for y-five mations are now ina 
state of war. Thirty-nine are still neutral. 
Of the latter the United States, Japan, and 
Italy are the only powers of the fest rank But 
Japan ts an ally of England and Italy a mem- 
ber of the triple alliance. 

The United States is the only nation of first 
rank not involved. The Un ted States is, there- 
fore, free to urge nea ly forty nations to unite 
in a join appeal to the war ing nations to 
cease firing and settle the questions at ¢ssue 
by peaceful methods. 

Women of America, it is being demonstrated 
that decisions of this kind can no longer be 
left to men alone. The women's point of view 
is needed. Waris wrong. It is not nec ssary. 
No longer bow to it as if it were inevitable. 
Go on record this week for worldwide peace. 
Make your position clear. Write to your con- 
gressmen to bring pressure to bear on tke 
administration for peace. Though disfran- 
chised, use every means in your power to put 
an end to siaughier and bioodshed. Call the 
world to witness, and today @cilare war on 
war. 

Women throughout the United States 
are organizing for peace. Plans for peace 
parades are being made in several cities. 
Special peace committees in the women’s 
clubs, the civic leagues, and suffrage 
associations bave been appointed and 
have already begun their work.

In New York City a committee of 100 


women prominent in the social, suffrage 
and club activities of the city have or- 
ganized a women's peace parade to be 
held on Aug. 29. Thousands of women 
will take part in the demonstration 
regardless of race, creed, political. or 
social affiliations. Dressed in black or 
wearing mourning, the women will march 
silently from Fifty-ninth street and Fifth 
avenue to Union square. 

Carried by the foremost @stegation tn 
the parade will be a banner on which will 
be the words in enormous letters. “ We 
Demand a Mobilization of The Hague 
Conference.” 

As foreign flags are not & be flown 
in the city the women have planned 
to carry in one cluster thode of the coun- 
tries at war and in another those of the 
neutral countries, with a big American 
flag flung to the breeze. 

Letters were sent out to the wives of all 
city officials and the heads of every big 
woman’s organization in the city. The 
Newport women who have given up social 
activit'es on account of the war and will 
march in the parade are Mrs. Hermann 
Oelrichs, Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish, and Mrs.

Mrs. Catt and Miss Mary Garret Hay 
arrived in New York ten days ago from 
London, where they have been attending 
a board meeting of the International Suf- 
frage alliance. Mrs. Catt said she felt 
that if women had had the voice in all the 
countries now at war the conflict would 
have been prevented. 

Women would have been conserva- 
tive,”” she gaid. “ They have sense, and 
they know that it may not be possible for 
one nation to keep the peace while all the 
others are armed and at war, but inter- 
nationally they might do K. War falls on 
the women most heavily, and more so 


now than ever before. This war should 
be a good argument for suffrage. It 
shows that men, as I have always be- 
lieved, are as hysterical as women, only 
they show it in a different way. Women 
weep and men fight.”

Although plans for a peace parade have 
not assumed definite proportion in Chi- 
cago, peace and the means of mak ng it 
secure for the United States are pragtic- 
ally the only subjects of conversation in 
suffrage, civic, and club rooms. The war 
has brought peace to the fore in the minds 
of women. A peace committee has been 
appointed in the Chicago Political Equal- 
ity league and Miss Florence Holbrook, 
the suffragist, who organized the peace 
parade here two years ago, has been made 
its chairman,

The aster has made a con- 
quest of the forms of the daisy, the dahiia, 

the chrysanthemum, and the peony, and 
| ranges in all sizes from the dwarf to the 
| giant, with hues unequaled by any single 
species of the composite flowers, They 
are neat, comely plants, and 80 reliable 
in their nature that they can be depended 
upon in the arrangement of color 
schemes. 

In modest gardens the old time purples, 
rose, and white in late summer banish the 
thought that the cricket is calling for 
frost. But among the artistic amateurs 
the newer varieties of fireball of brightest 
scariet, the shell pink, the peach blow. 
daybreak, apple blossom, violet, ivory, 
and lemon yellow are to be found. The 
giant ostrich feather aster is a marvel 
of beauty. Its petale spread like a loose 
pompon, a graceful, high bred flower. In 
contrast are the Gaisy forms with pro- 
nounced yellow centers and an adventure 
into novelties in the solell d'or or the yel- 
low aster. 


Some asters have a fresh, pungent odor, 
but the majority are denied any scent. 
Nearly every garden experimentalist is 
searching for the aster with perfume 
from which to breed flowers of fragrance 
as well as fine hape and color.

The aster bug and the aster blight can 
be kept away by frequent waterings of 
tobacco water about the roots. The best 
plants have grown in freshly manured 
soil in which unslacked lime or wood 
ashes has been stirred. It pays to stir 
the ground, and if intending to exhibit 
at a flower show later to give special at- 
tention to those plants, pinching off lat- 
eral branches and using every means to 
get the most perfect bloom. 

There have been interesting develop- 
ments in asters for gardeners who have 
known only the old fashioned species. 
Some of the sturdy annuals have flowers 
six inches across, others are so perfectly 
globular and double that they resemble 
snowballs, and the texture of petals has 
a satiny gloss, while the long stems have 
a wiry quality, making them most de- 
sirable for the decorative uses of cut 
flowers. 

Michaelmas daisies or starworts of the 
perennial asters should be introduced in 
the permanent borders. The inferior 
sorts have been dropped from the seede- 
men's lists, and the pure white stars, 
blues, lilacs, and rosy carmines with 
charming foliage, are acquisitions any- 
where. Boltonias with asterlike bloom in 
ink and blue also continue the flowering 
season until October.

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ACH year there are never more 
than seven eclipses of the sun or 
moon and never less than two. 
If there are only two both will be 
of the sun. Generally there are four, 
two of the sun and two of the moon. 
If the earth and the moon were ¢x- 
actly on the same plans there would — 
an eclipse every full moon and every 
new moon, but the moon's orbit is inclined 
to the plane of the earth's orbit. The 
nodes are the points of intersection of the 
two planes. The moon's nodes move 
backward daily. They complete the cir- 
cult ot the celestial sphere in about nine- 
teen years. 
The moon requires an average time of 
a few minutes over twenty-seven days 
and five hours to travel in its orbit from 
one point of intersection with the earth's 
plane, node, back to that point again. 
This is called a draconic or nodical 
month. A synodio month is the period 
during which a revolution le made from 
one point with reference to a fixed star 
back to that point. The time of the ap- 
parent motion of the sun in passing from 
one node to the same node again is an 
eclipse year. Nineteen eclipse years 
equal about 242 draconic months and 22 
synodic months. In this time all the 
changes have taken place and phenomena 
will occur. : 

The relations are stated thus: Eclipses 
will be repeated at the end of eighteen 
years, eleven days, and eight hours, It 
is said that the Chaldeans discovered this 
recurrence twenty-five hundred years 
ago.

An eclipse of the moon is the immer- 
sion of the moon in the earth's shadow. 
An éclipse of the sun is the shadow of 
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covered. The earth's satellite is not large 
enough to casta large shadow. This band 
is never more than 165 miles in breadth. 
Outside of it, for a distance of a couple 
thousand miles on each side, there is an 
area of visibility in which a partial 
eclipse can be observed. 

A lunar eclipse, for the reason that the 
whole of the moon can be immersed in 
the earth’s shadow, is observable all over 
the hemisphere not illumined by the sun. 

Sometimes the moon is totally im- 
mersed; sometimes part of the disk re- 
mains out of the shadow. Sometimes 
there is an eclipse when it is totally extin- 
guished; sometimes it is not wholly in- 
visible. More often it is not totally invisi- 
ble. 

In a solar eclipse, when total, the disap- 
pearance of the sun in the shadow i grad- 
ual. The longest period in which the sun 
may be utterly hidden by the shadow ina 
total eclipse is less than eight minutes. 
Usually the period ranges from two to 
four minutes. 

The shadow invades the sun with slow- 
ly Carkened iflects. Darkness grows. 
Domestic animals frequently return to 
their resting places for the night.
